‘Financing of schools must change’

THE DIOCESE IS examining its entire 
educational system under a magnifying glass. 
It is taking a long, hard look at all grade and 
high school resources for long-range planning to 
meet growing needs, according to the new 


diocesan school superintendent, Dr. H. Giles 


Schmid. 


Dr. Schmid, first lay superintendent, has been 
in office two months and has started the overall 
critique and re-evaluation of educational 
resources authorized last year by the Diocesan 
School Board. 


“THE REAL PROBLEM facing our schools 
right now is to find another source of income,” he 
said. ‘‘The financing of schools must change. The 
diocesan subsidy must go down. Tuition has gone 
up as far as it can. State and federal financial 
support must be a significant factor in all this.”’ 


The first step will be a diocesan-wide workshop 
on local school boards Sept. 15-16, at Santa 
Sophia Academy, Spring Valley. 

This will involve high, grade and CCD school 
boards, he said, ‘‘but. the trouble is most schools 
don’t have a board at all.”’ The workshop will set 
guidelines for the creation and function of school 
boards. 

THE EVALUATION of school policies will 
result in updating the diocesan school manual 
which was last revised in 1965, Dr. Schmid said. 

Another major thrust will be strengthening of 
the diocese’s Head Start and Preschool 


programs in six locations with 320 children. 


Head Start is funded by the federal govern- 
ment as part of its anti-poverty efforts and 


Preschool is funded by the state. This is not the 
same as the pre-school religious ‘education’ 


classes in parishes. 

THE ANTI-POVERTY programs are at St. 
Anne’s and St. Rita’s in San Diego, Otay, Pala, 
Fallbrook and Vista. Barry Thurman is director, 


under supervision of Father Michael McNally, 


diocesan special programs director. 


This will be the first year Catholic school 
children will have free use of secular textbooks 
under a new California law. ‘‘A program of state 
aid of this sort means that for 1972-73 we’re 
getting about $700,000 worth of free texts,” said 
Dr. Schmid. 


Also for the first time, the Diocesan School 
Board has stopped fixing high school tuition, 
leaving this to the individual schools.

WASHINGTON, D.C. (RNS) — A leading 


‘Catholic spokesman on family life said the 


Gallup Poll on abortion and birth control ‘raises 
more questions than it settles,” leaving unclear 
Catholics’ views on abortion-on-demand, the 
right to life and other issues. 


He referred to the recent survey which 


claimed that 56 per cent of U.S. Catholics favor 


leaving the abortion decision toa woman and her 
doctor. Msgr. James T. McHugh said the 
pollsters’ approach was weak, ‘‘ambiguous and 
simplistic” because it confused legal and 
medical situations and did not present the fetus 
“‘as a living person in the earliest stage of human 
development.”’ 

“Abortion is a serious matter,’ said the 
director of the U.S. Catholic Conference’s 
Family Life. Division. “And the narrow 
framework of a public opinion poll does little to 
clarify the issues of leading the public to a better 
understanding of the many aspects — legal, 
medical, social and religious — of abortion. 


“IF ANYTHING, the Gallup Poll merely 
points to the need for integrated studies and 
more objective analysis of the entire matter.”’ 


Observing that the Gallup pollsters placed the 
abortion decision in the ‘‘narrow perspective of a 
woman’s health,” Msgr. McHugh said that 
“‘since abortion is a medical procedure it seems 
logical most people would expect a woman: to 
discuss her intentions with her physician. 

“HAD THE GALLUP Poll question asked if 
people were in favor of abortion-on-demand, 
there is every reason to expect that the same 
people would have responded differently.”’

All views to be heard in setting future laws

THE DIOCESAN Synod is a year 
away, but plans are well advanced for 
its success. 

Work on the synod = to update 
Church laws and guidelines for con- 
tinued diocesan growth — took a big 
step forward recently with completion 
of a proposed agenda. 
plan emphasizes the 
collaboration of all people of the diocese 
— religious and lay — at the diocesan, 
deanery and parish level at every 
stage. 


“TO INSURE ITS success it’s im- 
portant that we have comments and 


_ suggestions at all stages of the synodal 


development,’’ said Bishop Leo  T. 
Maher. 

“This synod will. be of major im- 
portance to all living within these four 
southern counties of California as we 
come together to consider the present 
state of the Church here and join with 


one another to propose plans for its 
future.” 


Father Phillip F. Straling, synod 
executive secretary, who is coor- 
dinating all preparatory work, said the 
draft will be widely discussed before its 
final form. 


THE SYNOD WILL be the first since 
1943 when Bishop Charles F. Buddy 
headed the San Diego diocese. It will 
reform and renew diocesan statutes 
and other guidelines promulgated 
about 25 years ago. 

“These basic laws should be few and 
the guidelines must be such as to insure 
continued growth and development in 
the diocese,” says the agenda. 

It foresees Bishop Maher opening the 
synod between September and 
December, 1973, with a special con- 
celebrated Mass in St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral. 

FIRST DRAFT OF synod documents 
is expected by September, 1974, and the 
final version May, 1975. When signed by 


the bishop they will be printed in book 
form and have ‘“‘the status of diocesan 
law until the next San Diego Diocesan 


Synod.” 


A diocesan pastoral council and 
“other bodies necessary” will be 
formed to carry out the synod’s guide- 
lines and objectives. 


The proposed agenda will be 
discussed by the diocese’s 12 deans, two 
representative priests and three 
representative Sisters from each 
deanery at meetings Sept. 7 and 8. 


DEANS AND PRIESTS from the 
northern part meet 1 p.m. Sept. 7 in 
Holy Rosary hall, San Bernardino. 
Southern deans and representatives 
meet the same time the following day in 
Sacred Heart church, Ocean Beach. 
Sisters will gather on the same days 
and places but at 7:30 p.m. 


In October, the draft agenda will be 
considered at meetings attended by a 
lay man, lay woman and youth from 
each parish.

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A time to keep

Would God speak today? 


In this electronic age it is possible — and futile — to 
reflect that it is strange that God did not wait till now 
to reveal his message. He could have used all the 
television and radio devices to spread the news by 
satellite across the world. Instead we know he chose to 
speak, in the Old Testament, directly to and through 
the prophets and just men. 


Anyone who is expecting God to speak today is not 
only gullible but ignorant of Christian doctrine. God 
did speak directly in scriptural times, and he ap- 
peared in strange ways to alert Moses, Abraham and 
others to his message. 


With the Incarnation came God’s final revelation in 
which he truly brought things down to our level. The 
Word, as we know, became flesh in Christ. So let us be 
extremely wary of any apparent revelation from God 
today. 


On good authority 


St. John of the Cross, doctor of mystic theology, 
writing four centuries ago, put it much better than any 
modern columnist: 


“The principal reason why .. . prophets and priests 
should seek visions and revelations of God (in 
Scriptural times) was because at that time faith had 
no firm foundation . . . It was needful that they should 
enquire of God and that he should nae whether by 
words or by visions and revelations. . .-or by any other 
way of impressing his meaning.”’ 


Then St. John, in his Ascent of Mount Carmel, comes 
to the heart of the matter: ‘““But now that the faith is 
founded in Christ . . . there is no reason to enquire of 
him in that manner, nor for him to speak as he did 
then. 


“For, in giving his Son, which is his Word — and he 
has no other — he spoke to us all together, once and for

all, in this single Word, and he has no occasion to 
speak further.” 


St. John goes on to say that anyone who seeks to ask 
God now to speak ‘‘would not only be acting foolishly, 
but would be committing an offense against God, by 
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not setting his eyes upon Christ and seeking no new 
thing beside.”’ 

Would God speak today? Certainly not through any 
ordinary mortal. The Word was made flesh, and 
dwells among us. 


Got their message across 


Talk of messages and electronics is topical after 
that carefully planned GOP convention in Miami. 
Knowing they had full and free use of the main 
television networks for peak viewing hours, the 
Republican organizers scripted every minute. of the 
time, as though putting on a TV production — which 
they were. And they must be laughing all the way to 
the polls. 

The networks were hoist with their own petard, 
having committed themselves to full and boring 
coverage of every second of the Democrat and GOP 
Miamiantics.

So each was anointed by the other, anticipating im- 
pending death. 

Father Linneman died on his 73rd birthday, July 19. 
Father Goodrow died on August 17 at the age of 81, less 
than a month later. Both were buried from Our Lady 
of Solitude church, Palm Springs. Between them they 
had served the Church as priests for 106 years. 


Why so moral? 


Strange how suddenly everyone becomes highly 
moral about Rhodesia.

AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 

. about the hunger of so many 

people for extraordinary spiritual 

manifestations, and their readiness to 
acclaim the ‘‘miraculous.”’ 


As Christians we should be open to 
the fact of daily miracles in answer to 
prayer — a heart changed, a trend 
checked, an obstacle overcome 
through some power other than our 
own. Or the “‘common’’ miracles of 
birth and growth and blossom, and the 
continuing miracle of life and love. 


But let there be a report of visions, 
apparitions, voices from heaven or 
weeping statues, and thousands flock in 
pilgrimage to the site, in search of — 
what? 

FAITH IS NOT to be found there, nor 
revelation. These are already, and for 
all time, deposited in the Word, the 
final revelation of Christ. 


Christ rebuked the people of his time 
for seeking signs. ‘‘It is an evil and 
unfaithful generation that asks for a 
sign.” And later: ‘“You will not believe 
unless you see signs and portents.”’ 


Indubitably this generation is 
seeking after signs. Its search reflects 
in the burgeoning of evangelism, 
healings, pentecostalism, glossalalia, 
“prophecies,” and a near hysterial 
clamoring after unauthenticated 
‘“‘miraculous’’ phenomena. 


OUR NEWSPAPERS and other 
communication media assure us with 
numbing repetitiousness that this is a 
wicked generation. But is it true that 
we are faithless? Is it true that we will 
not believe unless we see signs and 

_ portents? 


Alas! Too often it is. What we look for 
in these manifestations is reassurance 
— reassurance that God is alive and 
still in charge. Although few would 
admit it, we are oppressed with the evil 
around us and the feeling that 
-somehow, in spite of all the promises, 
God has lost control. 


Lay Franciscans 
list society ‘evils’ 


SANTA CLARA (RNS) — 
Lay Franciscans, in a 
statement -of commitment, 
urged practical action 
against oppression and 
social injustice.

During a Mass recently, the homilist 
spoke on the presence of Christ among 
us, then invited comment from the 
congregation. One man boldly ad- 
mitted to wondering if in fact Christ is 
among us, adding that he had often 
thought ‘‘the whole thing’? might be a 
massive hoax. 


TO HIS AMAZEMENT, several 
good, practicing Catholics supported 
him, congratulating his courage in 
speaking forth. The great tragedy of 
Christianity is that it is as little un- 
derstood today as it was in Christ’s own 
time. 


Somehow the point of it all escapes 
us. With all the revelation and in- 
spiration of scripture and the benefit of 
2,000 years of study at our disposal, we 
still have not heard the ‘‘Good News” 
of Christ. 


We are still searching for peace, 
when, as Cardinal Suenens puts it, “It 
is in each of us that the peace of the 
world is cast — from there it must 
spread out to the limits of the 
universe.”’ 


WE STILL ARE begging for 
salvation when Christ, as St. Paul tells 
us, has already gained it for us. We still 
ferret out the ‘‘seers’’ and mystics to 
tell our fortunes and what we must do 
to achieve heaven, when Christ has told 
it all. 


We are a saved people, a chosen 
people, but we do not believe it. Cer- 
tainly we do not behave like it. It is not 
enough that Christ purchased eternal 
life for us with his own. That is only half 
of it. The other part devolves on us. 


We, the people of God, must believe 
that we are saved and act as if 
salvation is assured. ‘“‘Let them know 
you are Christians by your love.” Let 
them know by the peace and the joy 
and trust which lives in you. . . if you 
are truly Christian. 

WHAT KIND OF Christians are we 
who are so ignorant and heedless of 
Christ’s own message? Nowhere did he 
express fears of his own salvation — he 
knew God too well. He did not seek 
“signs” and gave them only reluc- 
tantly. 

He lived to make his Father known 
and loved and left his followers with the 
same mission. We are not tumbleweed, 


but a redeemed race. We are to stand 


firm and sound on his truth, his love 
and the unfaltering faithfulness of God. 


And this is the stuff that miracles are 
made of.

Growth of Satanism 
challenges Christians 
to stronger faith

“THERE ARE TWO equal and opposite errors 
into which our race can fall about the devils,” 
said the late C. S. Lewis in the preface to his 
classic meditation on the wiles and strategems of 
evil spirits, The Screwtape Letters. 

“One is to disbelieve in their existence. The 
other is to believe, and to feel an excessive and 
unhealthy interest in them. They themselves are 
equally pleased by both errors’ and hail a 
materialist or a magician with the same 
delight.”’ 

The charge has been made that, although some 
of the historic Churches have preserved for- 
mulary or ritual references to Satan and 
demons, these Churches have tended to ignore or 
pay little attention to either. 

FATHER CHARLES Angell, Catholic priest- 
editor of The Lamp, a Christian unity magazine, 
editorializes in the June, 1972, issue: ‘‘Perhaps 
Christians have been too hasty in modern times 
to dismiss the devil as merely an exotic element 
of medieval lore, or a theatrical ingredient of 
1930 horror movies. But now the lid is off. Satan 
is back in the news.” 

Pope Paul VI referred obliquely to this in a 
sermon at Mass in St. Peter’s Basilica on June 
29, commemorating his coronation nine years 
earlier: 

“It was believed that after the (Second 
Vatican) Council there would be a day of sun- 
shine in the history of the Church. There came 
instead a day of clouds, storm and darkness, of 
search and uncertainty.” 

THIS CAME ABOUT, the pontiff said, 
“through an adverse power; his name is the 
devil. We believe in some preternatural thing that 
has come into. the world precisely to disturb, to 
suffocate the fruits of the ecumenical council.” 

England is experiencing such a recrudescence 
of witchcraft, demonology, and other occult 
dabbling that a joint Anglican-Catholic com- 
mission recently recommended that each 
diocese appoint an official exorcist to drive out 
demons. 

Anglican Bishop Robert Mortimer of Exeter, 
who convened the commission, explains in his 
foreword to the commission’s report why the 
subject of exorcism has arrisen. 

“IN WESTERN countries today,” he says, 
“the widespread apostasy from the Christian 
faith, accompanied by an increasing recourse to 
black magic and occult practices, is revealing 
the presence and power of evil forces and the 
contaminating influence of an evil atmosphere in 
particular places and environments.”’ 

In the United States, Anton Szandor La Vey’s 
The Satanic Bible sets the tone for a leading 
brand of Satanism. His ‘‘Bible’’ — and the 
Church of Satan he founded in San Francisco in 
1966 — offers a mirror image of most beliefs and 
ethics of traditional Christianity. 

He and his followers invoke Satan not as a 
‘supernatural’ being but as a symbol of man’s 
self-gratifying ego, which, according to students 
of the movement, is really what they worship. In 
fact, say these observers, the group looks down 


on anyone who actually believes in_ the 
“supernatural,’’ evil or good. ‘ 

“THE MOST INSIDIOUS contribution to evil 
(by La Vey’s followers),”’ according to a special 
Time magazine report (June 19, 1972), ‘‘is their 
resolute commitment to man’s animal nature, 
stripped of any spiritual dimension or thought of 
self-sacrifice.” 

Besides La Vey’s well-publicized Church of 
Satan, there are other darker, more malevolent 
“underground” Satanist groups. Marcello Truzzi 
of Florida’s New College at Sarasota observes 
that one variety of this underground Satanism 
consists primarily of sex clubs that embellish 
their orgies with Satanist rituals. 

A larger variety, he says, are the drug- 
oriented cults, whose members improvise their 
Satanism as they go along. 

IN CASE ANYONE is inclined to laugh all this 
off as no more than undergraduate fun and 
games, one has only to remember some sobering 
items, such as the grisly ritual murders in Los 
Angeles of Sharon Tate and her friends, and the 
evidence of Satanism in action that has ac- 
companied other hideous crimes in recent days. 

What is the New Testament witness to Satan 
and the powers of darkness? 

The word ‘‘satan’’ or ‘‘devil’’ has as its basic 
meaning an ‘“‘accuser’”’ in a court of law. More 


generally it indicates an adversary. 


IT IS PART OF traditional Christian belief 
that evil angels were originally created in a state 
of goodness by God, but fell from grace because 
of their rebellion, and have functioned as ad- 
versaries of the human race. 


In addition to being called ‘‘adversary,’’ Satan 
himself is described as ‘‘deceiver of the whole 
world” (Revelation 12:9) and ‘‘the prince of the 
power of the air’ (Ephesians 2:2). 


In the Gospel of St. John, he is called ‘‘the evil 
one,’’ ‘‘the father of lies,’’ ‘‘a murderer from the 
beginning,” and ‘‘the prince of this world.” 


THE OTHER NEW Testament books present 
the following picture of Satan: 


— He is a tempter who even tempts Jesus. He 
takes the seed of the word of the gospel from the 
mouth of those who receive it. Satan put the 
betrayal of Jesus into the heart of Judas, and 
then entered Judas for the consummation of the 
deed. 

— Satan tries to sift Jesus’ disciples like 
wheat. He disguises himself as an angel of light. 
He is the enemy who sows cockle in the field of 
the Lord’s wheat. He is like a roaring lion 
seeking prey. He is held responsible for certain 
types of sicknesses. He is ruler of a kingdom, 
having principalities, powers, and demons under 
him. 


— Satan is the real agent in the operations - 
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carried on by the ‘‘man of sin’’ or the anti-Christ, 
but the day will come when Satan will be bound 
for ‘“‘a thousand years,”’ then released and be 
permitted to work destruction in the final world 
period. But the time granted to the devil for this 
work will be short. 

— Satan is always subject to the power of God 
and is ultimately to be subdued utterly, for 
Jesus, as Messiah, came to destroy the works of 
Satan. 

— An “everlasting fire’’ has been prepared for 
the devil and his angels. 


THE QUESTION arises to what extent the 
New Testament employs the language and 
imagery of mythology to personify evil. Some 
Biblical scholars think that such popular 
language implies no dogmatic or philosophical 
affirmation of cosmic personal forces of evil. 

Other Biblical scholars disagree with their 
colleagues’ evaluation. The New Westminster 
Dictionary of the Bible, edited by Henry S. Geh- 
man, chairman emeritus of the Department of 
Biblical Studies at Princeton Theological 
Seminary, states: 


“Tt is evident that the existence of a personal 
hostile power, whether called Satan or by any 
other name, is taken for granted in the New 
Testament, and that he cannot be explained 
away by a process of demythologization.”

FATHER JOSEPH Crehan, SJ, editor of A 
Catholic Dictionary of Theology, and one of the 
members of the joint Anglican-Catholic Com- 
mission of Exorcism, challenges the view that 
Jesus, in dealing with the ‘‘possessed,’’ was 
simply accommodating himself to the language 
and beliefs of the day. 

“It is clear,’ says Father Crehan in the 
commission’s report, ‘“‘that our Lord and his 
Church saw evil at physical, mental and spiritual 
levels as the work of Satan and his minions.” 


According to the editors of the New American 
Bible, the ‘Temptation of Jesus’’ narratives that 
occur right at the beginning of the three synoptic 
Gospels express, in terms of a drama, Jesus’ 
ministry, passion and death ‘‘as a conflict with 
Satanic power.” 

THIS CONFLICT is echoed throughout Jesus’ 
ministry and sounds with piercing clarity in his 
agony in the Garden of Gethsemane. 

And for the Christian this means taking Satan 
seriously, by accepting the New Testament 
conviction of the reality of a personal 
superhuman evil power, a conviction expressed 
by St. Paul in his letter to the Ephesians: 


“Our fight is not against human foes, but 
against cosmic powers, against authorities and 
potentates of this dark world, against the 
superhuman forces of evil in the heavens.” (New 
English Bible)

Spiritism is, technically, the belief in the 
possibility of communication with the dead 
and the practice of such communication. 
Those who practice this are commonly but 


incorrectly called “spiritualists.” And it is 
true that the Church has condemned Spirit- 
ism (but not as a heresy) and considers the 
practice of this as gravely illicit for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

(a) Spiritism is usually connected with an 
heretical sect; 

(b) Scripture forbids the practice 
(Deuteronomy 18:10; Leviticus 19:31 and 


(c) There is the possibility of diabolical 
influence and 


(d) sometimes danger to the health of mind 
and body. The Church does not forbid, how- 
ever, legitimate, scientific study. 


Spiritualism, again a technical term, 
refers to certain philosophical theories hav- 


ing nothing to do with Spiritism; naturally 
the Church passes no judgment on systems 
of philosophy which do not contradict the 
teachings of the Church. 


It should be clear by now that Pentecostal- 
ism has no relation to Spiritism or Spiritual- 
ism. As a movement, it stresses a desire to 
be perfectly open to the Holy Spirit. 
Sometimes certain phenomena occur. But 
these are absolutely secondary and actually 
unimportant. 


Our questioner (who addresses herself “as 
a former subscriber to the Southern Cross’’) 
might do well to re-read back issues in which 
the statement of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops reveals an approving 
attitude toward Pentecostalism.

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First time in several decades 


Percentage of lay teachers levels off in U.S. 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
(RNS) — For the first time 
in several decades lay 
téachers in U.S. Catholic 
schools failed to increase 
and the decline of teaching 
religious continued at an 
even more rapid rate, ac- 
cording to a National 
Catholic Educational 
Association report. 


During 1971-72 there was 
an overall decrease of 1.4 per 
cent in lay teachers in 
elementary schools and a 
sleveling off. of lay 
taachers in high schools — a 
1.4 increaSe as compared 


with 13.7 the year before. 


For the previous three 
years, there had been an 
average 9 per cent yearly 
increase in elementary lay 
teachers and a 12 per cent 
increase in high schools. 


AMONG OTHER factors 
in the report: 


Catholic elementary 
school enrollments dropped 
8.3 per cent and secondary 
school enrollments 
decreased 5.4 per cent to 
produce an overall decline of 
7.8 per cent. 


THE ‘‘ONE-A-DAY’’ 


closing rate for Catholic 
elementary schools con- 
tinued, and 130 Catholic high 
schools either: closed or 
consolidated after the 1970-71 
school year. 


The number of male 
religious, including 
Brothers, scholastics, and 
both diocesan and_ order 
priests — 95 per cent of 
whom served on high school 
faculties — has continued to 
decrease at a rate of 10 per 
cent per year since 1970.

in the diocese, raised tuition from $450 to $550 for 
the first child. 


Parochial school maximum fees, fixed by the 
school board, will go from $200 to $250 for one 
child. 


Dr. Schmid estimated the total high school 
deficit next year will be $600,000 in operating 
costs and $200,000 in construction. Expansion is 
going on at the new coed University high and at 
Notre Dame in Riverside with which St. Francis 
de Sales will merge for a total of 600 students. 


PAROCHIAL. SCHOOL. deficits were not 
estimated, but in the past have exceeded $2 
million. * 

The diocese opens its school year Sept. 11 with 
an estimated 20,500 children in 73. parochial 
schools — a decrease of only about 275. About 
5,000 students will be in the nine high schools. 


Noting that three grade schools closed in June, - 
Dr. Schmid said ‘‘When a school closes, on the 
average we lose one-half of the pupils to public 
schools.” 


HIGH SCHOOL enrollment remains nearly the 
same as last year, he said, ‘‘because while one 
high school closed (Sacred Heart, Greenfield 
Hills in E] Cajon) and another is merging, we do 
not anticipate loss of students because of in- 
creases in other schools.”’ 


The picture is not all black. There was talk of 
closing St. Hyacinth Academy in San Jacinto, 
but.enrollment went from 112 to 165-for the new 
year and it will remain open. Not only that, but 
grades seven and eight will be added. 

Besides Dr. Schmid and Father McNally, the 
education department’s staff includes Sisters 
Helen Bay and Josephine Breen, new coor- 
dinators with grade school responsibility.

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Government aid to schools 


Prospects bleak as another year begins

CATHOLIC schools may 
well ask, “What else is 
new?’ as they open the 
school year faced with the 
familiar problems’ of 
decreased enrollment and 
religious teachers and _ in- 
creased costs. 


And prospects of govern- 
ment aid — not to schools, 
but to the children or parents 
— seem as bleak as ever. 


From President Nixon on 
down, government leaders 
endorse the dual education 
system — public and private. 


THEY GIVE some support 


to the idea of state aid to. 


nonpublic school children, 
provided it can be done 


without the U.S. Supreme 
Court eventually killing the 
legislation as un- 
constitutional. 


The most talked about plan 
on the federal and state level 
— and the one on which 
private schools are pinning 
their hopes — is the income 
tax credit proposal. 


This would permit parents 
of nonpublic school children 
to deduct a certain amount 
from state or federal income 
tax for each child in a non- 


public school, depending or 


annual income. 


TAX CREDIT relief is 
supported by Citizens Relief 
for Education by Income 
Tax (CREDIT), Citizens for 
Educational Freedom and 


the California Catholic 


Conference. 


A tax credit bill is pending 
in the state Senate, having 


been passed by _ the 
Assembly. It has cleared the 
Senate Revenue and 


Taxation Committee and is 
due to come before the 
Finance Committee in 
November. 


Assemblyman Leo Mc- 
Carthy (D.-San Francisco), 
who introduced the bill, says, 
“this is the only con- 
stitutional type of legislation 
that can help nonpublic 
schools.”’ 


On the national level the 
House Ways and Means 
Committee has begun 
hearings on tax credit 


proposals, endorsed in 
principal by the Nixon ad- 
ministration.

climate of mutual respect 
and competitive concord.” 


POPE PAUL was recently 
given a color television set 
by an unnamed donor. The 
Italian state television 
network is inaugurating its 
color-casting on an ex- 


perimental basis with the 
Olympic games. 

The Pope, who has often 
expressed his admiration of 
competitive sports, said that 
sport must be ‘‘an en- 
couragement to the fullness 
of man, which makes him 
seek a perfection which goes 
beyond that which is merely 
physical. 

“Sport,” he said, ‘‘is not a 
religion, as some _ people 
have suggested, but it is a 
step that can lead to 
religion.” 

HE CITED with approval 
a recent statement of 
Belgian -cyclist champion, 
Eddy Merckx: ‘“‘For me 
Christ is continuously 
present in my life. I believe 
deeply in him, in his 
humanity, in his divinity.” 

“For all sportsmen,” the 
pontiff added, ‘‘Christ is 
life.”

Father Charles Dollen 
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DIES IN LOURDES — Cardi- 
nal Angelo Dell’Acqua, 
Pope Paul’s vicar general 
for Rome, died of a heart 
attack while on a pilgrim- 
age to Lourdes. He was 68 
and held various offices 
in the Vatican Secretariat 
of State. Born in Milan, 
Dec. 9, 1903, he was or- 
dained in 1926 and was a 
cardinal since June 26, 
1967.
